is completed there is a pmod of 
rest before the storage of nutrition in 
the roots begins. 
Between iJiesetwo 
periods if timber of any deciduous 
trees is cut off the stump the sap will 
not ferment and worms will never get 
in the wood. 
It will season hard and 
the wood if oak will have a homy 
toughness and great durability. 
Wood 
cut during that period is mature, hav- 
ing completed its growth for the year. 
This period varies in length, being 
short in the North and longer in the 
South, and is varied again by the char- 
acter of the season, which if wet is 
shorter and longer if dry. In the 
North, in Northern Hlinois or Wiscon- 
sin, it may be four to six weeks; in 
Southern Illinois from six to ten weeks, 
and one season of prolonged drouth I 
have known it twelve weeks. 
Timber 
cut from the stump in this period need 
not be worked up for a year and will 
take no harm lying in tlie woods. 
If 
railroad ties were cut from the stump 
and worked out during the balance of 
the year they would last from three to 
five times as long as those cut in the 
winter, and yet I have seen specifica- 
tions requiring them to be cut in the 
winter from a mistaken idea of improv- 
ing their durability. 
A bent felloe 
manufacturer in New Jersey called my 
attention to this fact thirty years ago, 
and said he had for sixteen years thus 
followed the practice of requiring in his 
contracts for timber that it be felled 
during a period of six weeks from the 
Ist of August to the middle of Septem- 
ber. Any time in a year afterward they 
might cut up the logs.

Avants them to be either ] olicemen or 
soldiers V There must ahvays be 
certain division of labor between the 
sexes. 
The physical constitution of a 
woman fits her to ¡»erform certain du- 
ties on Avhich the Avelfare of society in 
a high degree depends. 
The i)liysic'al 
constitution of a man fits him for cer- 
tain other duties, one of Avhich is that 
of e^tei'nal defense. 
And there are 
certain other duties which men and 
Avomen must undertake jointly and in 
co-operation Avith one another, and 
from Avhich the total AA-ithdraAval of 
one sex or the other is fraught Avith 
danger and mischief. 
Those Avho are 
in favor of woman's sufirage maintain 
that the duty of loving one's country, 
of understanding her interests, of en- 
deaAoring to influence i)ul)lic affairs 
by the choice of men of high character 
and true patriotism to serve in l^arlia- 
ment, is one which is incumbent on 
Avomen as well as on men. 
There is 
nothing in the nature of a woman 
which fits her to be a policeman or a 
soldier; and there is nothing in the 
nature of a wdnian Avhich unfits her 
to love her country and to serve her 
by helping to send g od men to pro- 
mote sound legislati(m in Parliament. 


Peo})le .sometimes talk as if fighting 
for one's country Avere the only Avay of 
serving her. 
Surely that is taking a 
A ery one-sided AieAv of a nation's in- 
terests. 
All Avork Avell don(i, all serA'ice 
in lifting up the lives of others to a 
higher level, "all Ave have Avished or 
ho])ed or dreamed of good," forms the 
real treasury of national greatness. 
I 
have no wish to disparage the useful- 
ness, the necessity, of the army and 
the police force; but civilization OAVCS 
quite as much to that great host of 
silent, busy workers, of whom at least 
half are women, through Avhose labors 
alone there is anything Avorth preserv- 
ing, as to the army and the i)olice 
force for jjreserving it.—Mrs. Faivcett,

Labrador. 


From the map of Labrador, published 
in a recent issue of the Proceedings of 
the lioyal Geographical 
Society, 
to 
illustrate the explorations of Mr. Pi. F. 
Holme, it appears that a large portion 
of that as yet almost unexjdored i)en- 
insula mav', from the existenct' of a 
continuous 
AvaterAvay, consisting of 
lakes connected by rivers, be in a cer- 
tain sense consMered as an island. This 
chain of lakes and rives stretches from 
Ungava Bay to Goose Bay, at the head 
of Hamilton Inlet. 
FiA'e considerable 
streams find their Avay into (roose Bay, 
including the Kenaniou, which is used 
as one of the routes from the south, the 
Nascopee and Grand l\iver, both of 
which communicate Avith Lake Petch- 
ikapou. 
Tha interior of Labrador, ac- 
cording to Mr. Holme, Avho has ascended 
all the rivers that enter Goose Bay as 
far as they cjuld be navigate d in a boat, 
is not by any means the desert region 
which the dreary aspect of the coast 
Avouhl lead us to infer. At a distance in- 
land of about twelve mil' s a luxuriant 
forest commenccs. and clothes the entire 
country except the barrens or moors, 
Avhich are the home of the caribou. The 
interior forms a vast tabhdand, the 
height of Avhich is given by Prof. Hind 
at 2,240 feet above the sea. 
The long 
and narrow Lake Wiminikapou is situ- 
ated on the line of Grand liiver, Avhich 
is by far the largest of the rivers of 
the district, at a distance of about 150 
miles from its mouth, and below the 
elevated tableland. Thirty miles higlnu- 
up the river are the Grand Falls, the 
exact height of Avhich is not known, 
but which are jirobably among the 
loftiest and most stupendous 
Avater- 
falls in the world, since over them and 
over the rapids of thirty miles of river- 
course (irand Biver descends at least 
2,000 feet. The Indians of the interior 
belong to the Cree nation, and are 
l^robably tho most unadulterated Indi- 
ans to be found at the present date 
upon the North American continent. 


WHEN Europeans first A'isited New 
Zealand, they found in the native 
Maoris the most finely d»;j'eloped and 
owerful men of any/Of the tribes in- 
abiting the islands of the Pacific.

ing brings peace and prospects of the 
system reaching that stage of perfection 
that all hoped to arrive at over different 
highways. 


It is practically determined to com- 
plete the reservoir in the Seventh ward 
and the feasibility of increasing the 
dimensions of the water mains to the 
growing outskirts of the city, so as to in- 
sure complete fire protection, is under 
consideration. In fact, the city attorney 
hats pointed out a way foraccomplishing 
this much needed improvement without 
conflicting with the statutes regulating 
the indebtedness of cities. 


The question of a source of supply 
after a pains-taking investigation by the 
trustees, Hon. Charles McCulloch, Hon. 
Henry Monning and Mr. 
Christian 
Boseker, has resolved itself down to 
what is popularly known as the well 
system, and thirty of these have been 
completed this year with a flowing ca- 
pacity of 8,000,000 gallons of very fine 
water daily. 
Tha cost of these wells is 
about $7,200. 


The trustees of water works have 
closed a contract with the Holly manu- 
facturing company, of Lockport, N. Y., 
for a compound vertical pumping en- 
gine having a capacity to pump 6,000,- 
000 gallons of water in twenty-four 
hours. 
This contract was approved by 
the city council on the 30th day of Octo- 
ber, 1888, to cost $32,500 and to be de- 
livered to the city on April 1, 1889. 


The suction pipe for connecting the 
wells system with the pumping house is 
as follows, 1,100 feet of 30-inch pipe 
laid; 600 feet of 24-inch pipe and 300 
feet of 12-inch pipe to be laid. 


The distance from one well to another 
is seventy-feet. 
The suction pipe is laid 
between the wells. 
The average dis- 
tance of the wells from the suction pipe 
being about thirty feet, while the suc- 
tion pipe is about level with the water 
in the weUs.

The retail trade, too, has been ex- 
ceedingly prosperous and the merchants 
of the city can close their ledgers for the 
year with handsome profits on the right 
side. 


Trade is increasing each year and 
Fort Wayne has come to be a trading 
point for northern Indiana, ofifering 
advantages, too, that are not stirpassed 
anywhere. 


The grain commission business here 
has grown to great proportions and 
millers have had a prosperous year 
with prices stiflf for the most part of it. 


In Fort Wayne the past year there 
have been no failures of any sort and 
not a business house has closed its doors 
permanently.

The thi-ee National banks of Fort 
Wayne are growing to be quite credit- 
able institutions for any city, and their 
business for the past year has been fully 
as prosperous, if not more so, than any 
former year. 


With a combined capital and surplus 
fund of about $1,250,000, and average 
deposits of $2,000,000, their 
annual 
clearings are estimated at about $25,- 
000,000. 
They seem to keep pace with 
one another in general business, the 
managers and stockholders keeping up

Mr. J. M. Robinson, the state's attor- 
ney, took office October 22, 1887.

this time, slightly over a year, fifty-eight 
felony cases have come before the cir- 
cuit court under his guidance.

indictments have been quashed, no new 
trials granted and no appeals to the su- 
preme court, a compliment to liim. 
Thirty-six criminals have 
been sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary—one for five' 
years, one for four years, four for three 
years, sixteen for two years and fourteen 
for one one year. 
Fourteen have l)een 
sentenced to the county juil and the 
judgment suspended during good be- 
havior in the case of three youths and 
there has been two acquittals.

the coming of the gi-and jury and very 
miiterially reduces the expense of their 
keeping and saves the expense of the 
grand juiy's session.

Aa aceneral t£iDK newsvai^r men. when 
aDpointed private secret^riM, as in the case 
of Lomont, go to the ektreme of caution 
and secreüveness, and. so far as that is con- 
cerned. make excellent private secretaries, 
remarks 
the 
Cincinnati 
Commercial. 
Whether they are equal to trained politi- 
cians in other respects und in dealing with 
questions and people is another matter. 
The newspaper men. as a rule, view things 
from the outside. It is only a privileged 
few who are taken into the confidence of 
the party. 


Private secretaries have, as a rule, been a 
sort of perfunctory set of oiBcials. 
They 
were of importance or not, as the President 
made them so. 
In most cases the secretary 
is little more than a Presidential guard and 
keeper of the anteroom, his duties being to 
open and sort the mail, make newspaper 
marks and clippings, receive cards, and en- 
tertain the people waiting for an audience. 


It is to be presumed that the dignity and 
importance of the office will be added to 
under President Harrison. 
To the thous- 
ands of men high in the counsels of the 
party, and other thousands of the rank and 
flle who will seek private audience with the 
President, the character and disposition and 
influence of the private secretary is a mat- 
ter of much importance. 
Especially, as we 
have said, is it a matter of importance to 
newspaper men. 
Bo, naturally, then, there 
is a good deal of canvassing of the matter. 


Th«^i-e was no Secretary to the President 
prior fo 1848. but in 1835 Congress author- 
ized a Clerk to the President "to sign land 
patents," and President Jackson appointed 
Andrew Jackson Uonelson. his nephew, as 
"signer of land patents." 
Later, Major 
Donelson changed his name, and he appears 
in the Congressional 
Directory 
for the 
second session, XXIVth Congress, as "An- 
drew Jackson. Jr." 


Martin Van Buren had for his signer of 
patents Major A. Van Buren during his whole 
term. 
Whether or not General Harrison 
appointed any one to the place is not cer- 
tain, but the next succoding directory gives 
the name of John Tyler, Jr., and that gentle- 
man took to himself the style and title of 
"secretary," to sign, etc., although there 
was no warrant of law for it. 


President Polk appointed his nephew, 
James Knox Walker, and that gentleman 
in 1845 became the lirst "Private Secretary 
to tlie President." under a law passed at the 
second session of the XXIXth Congress. 


Colonel William S. Bliss of the army was 
General Taylor's secretary and Milhird P. 
Fillmore served his uncle in the same ca- 
pacity. 


Sidney Webster, who afterw.ard became 
the son-in-law of the Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
was the 
Private Secretary of 
Franklin 
Pierce, and following him James Buchanan 
had his nephew, James Buchiman Henry, 
for Secretary, who, like Maj. Donelson, 
changed his name, and in the latter part of 
his term of office was known as James Bu- 
chanan, Jr. 


Col. John Hay is another Private 
Secre- 
tary who was never a Private 
Secretary. 
Mr. Lincoln's Seeretary was John G. Nico- 
lay. and Col. Hay was given an army com- 
mission in the volunteers and detailed for 
special dutv at the White House. 


Prior to President Jackson's time the 
clerical labor at the executive mansion was 
performed by clerks detailed from the vari- 
ous 
executive 
departments, 
but as the 
country grew in population th(; executive 
labors" increased and 
legislative aid was 
given to provide an authorized force, and 
in IHCo Congress not only added an "Assist- 
ant I'rivato Secretary." but promoted the 
"sign(;r of patents" to be secretary for that 
purpose. 


Col. Robert Johnson was secretary during 
all of his father's incumbency of the Presi- 
dency. 


President Arthur's private secretary was 
Fred Phillips, and he was the most unpopu- 
lar man with the publii- who ever held the 
position. 
The trouble with Mr. Phillips was 
an abnormal eranial enlargement, conse- 
i|uent upon his achieving such an exalted 
position. 


President H.ayes' private secretary was 
Col. Rodccrs, a good-nat»iied 
gentleman, 
who filled the olfiee satisfactorily. 
He was 
not a pronoiineed character, anfl was chiefly 
noticeable for his thrift and ready recogni- 
tion of the main ehanee.

That is one of the reasons why M. Ferry 
called him a "Saint Arnaud of the music 
halls." 


But this was only the beginning. 
As Minister of War Boulanger set himself 
to gain the favor of the army. 
He allowed 
soldie-rs to <-omo home to barracks at mid- 
night. 
Wearers of 
good conduct biidges 
might 
almost 
come 
home 
when they 
j>leiise<l. And what delighted the men more 
than all was that they might henceforfh 
wear their 
beards. 
The 
military 
clubs 
which Boulanger founded in the country 
and in Paris proclaimed him the savior of 
the army. 


His first Doiitical duel had been with M. 
de Larelnty, 
Boulanger was then Minister 
of War; Lareinty a member <jf the Senate. 
Gen. Frebault. Director of the 
Artillery, 
loaded the pistols. 
So badly did he load 
them that Boulanger's pistol hung 
flre. 
Lareinty's bullet went into a neighboring 
tree. 
And honf>r was satisfied.

he took his seat as a Deputy, 
duel with M. Flo<juet.'who wounded him 
in the neck.

He has 
since heen organizing his followers in Paris, 
giving his daughter's han<| in marriage, and 
paying small attention to a divorce suit 
which his wife has brought asainst him.

few 
Asiatic aliens en- 
tered 
the 
Amoor 
districts, 
but 
now 
in 
the 
Pri-Amoorski 
Dis- 
trict there are 40,000, and in Ussuri 14,- 
000. 
"The Manchurians form an ele 
ment which is dangerous to the inters 
ests of our Russian colonists, as by their 
intelligence, industry, 
endurance 
aud 
frugality, comjietition of 
any 
foreign 
labor system Avhatever with 
theirs 
is 
prevented." 
It is proposed to levy a 
capitation and income tax on all Chinese 
and Coreans in Russian territory, to tax 
separately all industries, to admit Asi- 
atics to the privileges of Russian sub- 
jects only if they become 
naturalized 
Russians, ito allow foreigners to 
take 
part in the coasting trade on payment 
of special imposts, Avith a view to tho 
development of native Russian coastinj^ 
trade, until 
such 
time as it may be 
definitely put a stop to, and the coast- 
ing trade becomes entirely Russian, and 
to collect special duties on foreign v<is- 
sels plying on the Amoor and other riv 
ers of I the territory.

It 
not 
infrequently 
happens 
that 
some pet or favorite animal must be put 
to death, and it is desired to accomplish 
this end as painlessly as possible. 
In 
such cases we have always used chloro- 
form, with the best results. 


For 
horses 
use 
a 
sponge, 
say six 
inches in diameter, thoroughly saturated 
with the chloroform, wliich is dropped 
into a bag 
large 
enough 
to be drawn 
over the horse's nose. 
It is not desir- 
able to have the bag air tight, 
for if so, 
suffication is likely to ensue. 
In two 
or three minutes the horse is uncon- 
scious, 
and 
in 
eight 
or 
ten 
min- 
utes 
dead, 
without 
suffering. 
For 
dogs and cats a similar process is em- 
ployed, using a small 8i)onge, and bag, 
or these animals may be put in a box 
admitting some air, Av'here they soon go 
to sleej). 
Seventy-five cents worth of 
chloroform will kill a horse, twenty-five 
a dog or cat. 
If one saturation ol the 
sponge does not complete the work re- 
peat it. 


W e should add to the above that the 
animal should not be exposed to the 
air as soon as life is thought to be ex- 
tinct, as in such cases they h a v e some- 
times revived. A safer way, however,

If squills,bella- 
donna, paregoric, and gruel do the work, 
your child will get 
well; 
if 
not, not. 
There is a cast-iron 
God seated at the 
head of the 
universe, 
holding in- the 
cold grasp of his metal fingers a band of 
law from which n o t h i n g can break away. 


Men and women of God, at this point 
the great battle of Christianity is to be 
fought.

t h e moral feelings." 
I don't know 
how 
much of t h e medical success of 
Syden- 
ham, and Cooper, and Harvey, and R u s h 
d e p e n d e d u p o n t h e fact that they knew 
how to pray as well as to prescribe. 
I 
I don't want a physician 
who sees no 
God in h u m a n 
anatomy to 
doctor my 
broken bones. 
If G>d made us (and I 
t h i n k H e did), and if t h e Bible is trne 
(and I am rather disposed to t h i n k it is), 
t h e n it is not strange that prayer 
does 
traverse natural cause; ay, that it intro- 
duces a new cause. 
W h e n God made the 
law. He did not make 
it 
so strong He 
could not 
break it. 
If God made our 
bodies, when they are broken He is the 
one to m e n d them; and it is 
reasonable 
that we should call Him in to do it. 
If 
my furnace in t h e cellar brakes 
down, 
there is no one so competent to repair it 
as the manufacturer. If my watch stops, 
there is no one 
so competent to set it 
going as the one 
who made it. 
If 
the 
body is disordered, call in t h e Maker of 
it. 
It is not all, as these physicians tell 
us, a matter of ventilation or 
poisoned 
air, of cleanliness or dirt, of 
nutritious 
diet or poor fare. 
I have known people 
to get well in rooms where the windows 
had been six weeks down, tight 
shut, 
and I have k n o w n them to die right un- 
der patent ventilators. 
I have 
known 
children sickly who everyday had 
their 
bath, and I have known children robust, 
t h e washing of whose faces would make 
their features unrecognizable. 


God did 
not make the law and then 
run away from it. 
What is a law of 
na- 
ture? 
It is only God's usual way of do- 
ing things. 
But He has said that if His 
children ask Him to do a thing, and He 
can consistently do it, He will do it. Go 
on 
with 
your pills, 
and plasters, 
and 
nostrums, and elixirs, and your 
catholi- 
con, but 
remember that the 
mightiest 
agency 
in 
your 
recovery 
is 
prayer. 
Prayer to God brought t h e 
king's cure, 
t h e lump of figs being the God 
directed 
human instrumentality. 


I would have you also see—for it is 
another lesson of the subject—that 
our 
prayer 
must also be 
accompanied 
by 
means. 
It is an outrage to ask God to 
do a t h i n g while we sit indolent. 
T h e 
prayer, to bo acceptable, must come not 
only from the heart, but from the hands. 
We miist work while we pray, 
devotion 
and work going together. 
L u t h e r came 
to Melancthon's bedside and prayed for 
his recovery, and insisted, at the 
same 
time, that he should take some 
warm 
soup, the soup being just as 
important 
as tho prayer. 
In the time of the 
great 
plagiie that came to York, of E n g l a n d , 
the priests prayed all night and all 
day 
for the removal of the plague, but 
did 
not t h i n k of clearing out the dead 
dogs 
and cats that lay in the gutters, causing 
the sickness. 
We must use means as 
well as supplications. 
If a man 
has 
"evening prayers," asking for health and 
then sits down to a f u l l supper of 
indi- 
gestibles 
at 11 o'clock 
at 
night, 
his 
prayer is a mockery. 
A farmer has 
no 
right to pray for the safety of his family 
when he knows there is no cover on the 
cistern. 
The Christian man, 
reckless 
about his health, ought not to 
expect 
the same answer to his prayer as the 
Christian man expects who retires regu- 
larly at 10 o'clock at night, and takes 
his m o r n i n g bath with the appendix 
of 
a Turkish towel. 
P a u l said to the pas- 
sengers of t h e Alexandrian 
corn ship 
that they should get safe ashore, but 
he 
told them they must use means, and that 
was: 
"Stick to the old ship!" 
God 
is 
not weak, needing oixr help, but God is 
strong, and asks us to co-operate with 
Him that we may be strong, too. 
Pray 
by all means, but don't forget the tig 
poultice. 


That God answers prayers oft'ered in 
the right spirit, seconded by our 
own 
effort, is the tirst and the last lesson of 
this text, and it is a lesHon tluit this age 
needs to learn. 
If 
all 
communication 
between earth and Heaven is cut off, let 
us know it. 
If all the Christian prayers 
that 
are 
going up 
toward (ioil 
never 
reach Him, then, I say, let silence smito 
the lips of the 
afflicted world, and the 
nations smother their groans and 
die 
quietly. 
God does answer prayer. 
The 
text shows it. 
You say: "I don't believe 
the Bible; I t h i n k that those things were 
merely coincidences, which 
are 
often 
brought as answers to prayer." 
Do yon 
say that? 
Was it mere happen so that 
E l i j a h prayed for rain just as the rain 
was going to comeanyhow? 
Did Daniel 
pray in the wild beasts' den just at the 
time when 
all the 
lions happened 
to 
have lockjaw? 
Did Jesus pray at the 
grave of Lazarus just at the time 
when 
Lazarus was going to dress himself and 
come out anyhow? 
Did Jesus lose His 
place in His sermon, and make a mistake, 
when He said: 
"Ask, 
and 
it shall 
be 
given 
you; 
seek, and 
ye shall 
find; 
knock, a u d i t shall be opened unto you?" 
And, lest some were so stupid they could 
not u n d e r s t a n d 
it, 
Ho 
goes on: 
For 
every one that asketh receiveth; and he 
that seeketh 
findeth; 
and to him 
that 
knocketh i f shall be opened." 


But some one persists in saying: 
"I 
don't 
believe 
anything 
of the Bible." 
T h e n I 
appeal to your own inBtincts. 
Prayer in 
certain 
circumHtances is as 
natural to man as the throbbing in 
the 


guise, us the respiration of the 
lungs, 
ut a company of men—I don't care how 
bad they are—in some imminent 
perial, 
and they will cry out: 
" G o d h a v e mercy 
on us!" 
I challenge that these men who 
don't believe in prayer charter a steamer, 
go out in the Narrows, swing out 800 or 
900 miles to sea, and t h e n heave to and 
wait for a cyclone. 
And after t h e cy- 
clone 
comes and the vessel 
has gone 
u n d e r ton times, when they did not ex- 
pect it would 
rise 
again, 
and t h e bul- 
warks have 
been 
knocked 
in, and the 
masts are 
gone—if they do not pray I 
will surrender my theory. 
Do you tell 
me that this instinct which God has put 
in us, He put there just to mock us 
for 
His own cruel amusement?

pray for that young man, and we prayed 
that he might yield his seul to Ood. 
And when, next night at the meeting, 
the side door was flung open, he was the 
first 
to step in. 
Prayer had captured 
. him. 
I had a classmate in college whose 
uncle. Dr. John Scudder, of India, wrote 
to him, 
saying: 
"I will pray for you 
every day until such a day, and then I 
will 
give my attention to some other 
subject." 
The last day of these prayers, 
when they had all gathered up 
before 
the 
throne of God, my classmate sur- 
rendered his soul to Jesus. 
This is no 
second-hand 
story. 
I saw the 
Utter, 
and I knew the young man. 


But why should I go so far? 
I have 
had in my own ezpsrience. and I have 
had 
in the 
h i s t o n of my own family, 
the evidence that God answers prayer. 
My mother, with three Christian women, 
assembled week after week and prayed 
for their children; they kept op that 
prayer meeting 
of 
four persons year 
after year. 
The world knew nothing of 
it. 
God answered 
all those 
prayers. 
All the group came in; the eleven 
sons 
and daughters 
of my mother came in, 
myself the last. 


Sickness 
came to 
my 
household— 
hopeless sickness, as it seemed to many. 
At 3 o'clock on Saturday a f t e r n o o n 
the 
invalid was carried to the steamer for 
Savannah. 
At 11 o'clock the next day, 
being Sunday, 
standing 
in this 
very 
place, a man of God prayed for the 
re- 
covery of t h e sick one. 
At that 
time. 
11 o'clock, she who had been 
prostrated 
three weeks, with some help walked up 
on deck. 
T h e occurrence^was as near to 
being miraculous as I can imagine. That 
she was hopelessiy sick, people who sat 
up with her night after night, and 
are 
here, can testify. 
That the prayer for 
her recovery was offered in this 
pulpit, 
t h o u s a n d s of people could testify. Tfiat 
at 11 o'clock on tnat 
Sunday 
morning 
she walked up on deck, as by a 
miracu- 
lous recovery, I call the passengers on 
the San Jacinto, commanded by Capt. 
Atkins, Dec. 16, to testify. 
This is no 
s e c o n d - h a n d story.

Fort Wayne, 
the metropolis 
of 
Northern Indiana, can bid adieu to the 
year 1888 with 40,000 inhabitants and 
the pleasing recapitulation that it has 
marched steadily onward to greatness 
all along the line. 


Its growth 
has been 
substantial, 
steady and wholesome. 
The population 
has increased, building operations have 
kept apace of the times, real estate 
transactions foot up handsomely and 
the general btisiness has developed in a 
more 
than 
normal way with the' 
growth of the city, proving symmetrical 
and solid develojjment at eveiy step. 
The figures of the building 
improve- 
ments are given in their place, but the 
average character of those buildings is 
most notable for size, durability and 
architectural beauty. 


With no exciting or extraordinary 
features the real estate market has a 
large aggregate of business to exhibit 
and probably if facts were all accessible 
the total value of sales and building 
operations for the year would prove to 
be vastly greater than in any former 
year, not excepting the phenomenal ac- 
complishments during 1886-7. 


Municipally considered, the city hj»s 
made a good recoi-d for the year. Its 
tax rate is 
on an assessed valuation 
of $16,826,000, and it is not amiss to 
say that the total valuation is just about 
what it was fifteen years ago, showing 
that while the city has grown, the bur- 
dens of taxation^ave not increased with 
it. 


The rule has been never to "boom" or 
inflate and to be esijecially light on taxing 
improvements, so as to encourage more 
building and increase our business, while 
the heaviest burden falls on real estate. 
Even then, if one could buy 
Fort 
Wayne real estate at its tax valuation, 
one wouldn't need to find a gold mine 
to get rich quickly. 


The receipts of the city from all 
sources this j^ear foot up about S160,- 
000, while the expenditures, aside from 
the interest on the bonded debt, amounts 
to S9,000 a month. 


When it is considered that the present 
government inherited a vast bonded in- 
debtedness from former years, the ex- 
penditures for public works will best be 
sized up. 


During the past year the bonded debt 
of the city has been 
reduced 
§4,000 
and besides $290,000 of former railroad 
bonds have been refunded at a lower 
rate of interest, 4?, per cent., reducing 
the intiirest rate ^4,720. 


In the future; the city will 1)e able to 
meet all bonds at maturity and is in po- 
i^itiou to pay the debt off ¡it n rate ap- 
lU'oxiniatiiJg .'>30,000 per iuinuiii. 


The eity is on a sj^leiidiil cash basis 
and its clerical depaitnients are handled 
with consumate skill, a tliorough system 
permi'uting every part, while back of all 
the council sees to its regularity. 


Ther(> is in the city hall fund $40,000 
and a new and elegant city building is 
not 
an 
improbability for the year 
1890. 


The city, too, is the best lighted in 
the west and the indications are that in 
the coming yiuir the service can be im- 
proved and distributed so as to reach all 
parts. 


There has been much church building 
and 
a wholesome 
manifestation of 
Christian charity, features that teach 
the character of the people of Fort 
Wayne and make it a desirable home. 


During the past year 
the waterworks 
has imjiroved ; a new engine has been 
conti-acted for, with a capacity of six 
million gallons daily. 
This will give 
the city nine million pumping capacity 
daily, and with the completion of the 
reservoir, a storage cajjacity of two or 
three million gallons. 
It is also con- 
templated to èxtend the water mains 
and put in more fiie hydrants, so that 
all of our citizens will have ample fire 
protection and an opi)ortunity to get 
water. 
When this is done, there will 
be no reason to charge consumers more 
than is actually necessary to operate the 
works, which will give to all what was 
always intended, an abundance of jjure 
and wholesome water at the lowest pos- 
sible price. 
The digging of the trench 
in which to lay the pipe connecting the 
thirty new wells, has also developed the 
fact that there is an abundance of good 
gi-avel on the lauds owned by the city, 
which can be used to great advantage 
in the making and maintaining of our 
streets. 
Many 
streets 
have 
been 
improved 
during 
the 
past 
year, miles of sidewalks 
have Ix-en 
built and sewers constructed in all parts 
of the city. 


Two years ago Senator Bairett intro- 
duced a bill in the general assembly 
enabling cities to build streets payable 
on the installment plan. 
Similar laws 
have been in force in Ohio, Illinois, 
Michigan and other states for many 
years with good results. 
Under this 
law the city makes an estimate of thè 
cost of a street to be improved and is- 
sues bonds for the cost of the improve- 
ment, 
The contractor has only the city 
to deal with and can do the work for 
very much less. 
The cost of the im. 
provement is assessed iigainst the prop- 
erty and paid for in installments for ten 
years and at the same time other taxes 
are paid. 
If such a law is passed there 
will be no difficulty to improve our 
streets, as few property ownen would 
o^eot to

council oommittee on parks, all of our 
parks hâve been improved as much as it 
was possible to do. 
Walls have been 
made, trees and dhrabberj planted, 
grass seed sown and all that could be 
done to advance them has been done, 
and another year will make them some- 
thing to be proud of by aU of our citi- 
zens. 


The police alarm and patrol wagon 
have been placed 'in operation 
during 
the past year and have added much to 
the efficiency of the police department, 
officers and men being now on duty at 
all times, day or night, to respond to an 
alarm sent from any part of the city, 
and the promptness with which the 
patrol wagon makes its appearance has 
much to do with preventing disorders of 
all kinds. 


The fire department has promptly 
answered all alarms and has maintain- 
ed their well-known reputation for effi- 
ciency. 
With the exception of the Jen- 
ney electric light works, no serious 
fire 
has occurred during the past year, at 
least in no other instance has the loss 
exceeded the insurance. 


During the past year many and sub- 
stantial improvements have been made. 
The street railway has been rebuilt and 
extended in a manner not surpassed by 
any city, and with the further improve- 
ments contemplated, will soon give to 
all of our citizens the benefits to be de- 
rived from a fii-st-class service. 
In the 
face of the number of private buildings 
erected, siich has been the demand that 
there is hardly a vacant house in the 
city. 


A natural gas ordinance has also been 
passed by the common council, 
giving 
to the Salamonie Gas and Mining com- 
pany a charter to pipe natural gas to 
this city, and before another year 
shall 
have passed we are promised an abund- 
ant supply for all puri^oses. 


The health of the city has been re- 
markably good during the past year, no 
serious epidemic of any kind having oc- 
curred in that time. 


Viewing these things, the citizens of 
Fort Wayne have many reasons to be 
thankful for the prosperous year 
just 
passed, and may properly exhibit the 
showing below with a thrill of exulta- 
tion. 


What Hat* lieen Kuilt and Sold. 
Nothing shows so clearly the diversi- 
fied interests of the city as the charac- 
ter of the buildings erecttMl. 
In the 
list for the year 1888 almost every kind 
is represented—churches, schools, lousi- 
ness blocks, asylums and hotels. 


From Jannaiy 1, 1888, to date 447 
permits to erect new building were 
issued by City Clerk Eockhill. 
Each 
ajjplicant must give an estimate of the 
cost oi his improvi'ment and it is always 
low in order to favoraV)ly impress the 
city assessor with its Aalue for taxation. 
In till' face of this self-evident fact the 
value of the buildings erected in Fort 
Wayne this year is placed at $400,840, 
against 8400,820 for the year 1887. 


The principal buildings erected this 
y(!ar iuitlude tlie state school for feeiile- 
ininded children, the $10,000 addition 
to Koot it Co.'s store, by tlu- Hamilton 
estate, the Aldiiie hotel by Col. D. N. 
Foster at a cost of $10,000, a business 
block by Mr, Mason Long for $10,000, 
the St, Paul's Lutheran 
church for 
$30,000, a business block for the Fi'uit 
House by Hon. J, B. Wliitii for $9,000, 
a store building by Jacob Baker for 
$5,000, tluMiew McCulloch public school 
for $5,000, 
a residence 
by J, B, 
Tritchler, for $5,000, a residence by 
Harry Friend for $5,700, and so run the 
amounts under $5,000 until the sum 
total is reached.

The transfer of property during the 
year aggi-egate the sum of $972,090, 
against $1,037,840 for 1887, 
Thr sale 
of ijrojjerty has been ()f the steady char 
acter born of necessity and based on a 
solidity that speaks volumes. 


The 
influence of parks, 
luimbh 
though they be, has already been felt 
most beneficially, not only in promoting 
the Imilding of tasty residences, but in 
the development of sections of the city, 
which otherwise Avould not be especially 
noticed. 
For instance that i^art of the 
city adjacent to the Williams' park, 
known as the Sixth and Seventh wards. 
That region, as well as tin; property ad- 
joining the McCulloch park on Broad- 
way and the Ninth ward park, will have 
a building boom of unprecedented pro- 
portions next year, unless all signs fail. 


Sidewalks» Streetn and Sewem. 
Probably as good evident;e of the 
growth of a city as can be found are its 
streets, sidewalks and sewers. 
They 
always keep pace with the develoi)ment 
of a town and indicate the characster of 
its spread. 
Portions of CalhSun, Berry, 
Main and Columbia streets have been 
covered with cedar blocks and flagstone 
walks were laid on the streets named, 
while brick sidewalks form a jierfect net- 
work on the outskirts, 
keeping in line 
with the spreading suburbs. 
We have 
no elegant boulevaixls, it is true, but the 
roads are kept up in as good condition 
as the economical policy of th« munici- 
pality will permit.

Vital Statistics. 


The health of Fort Wayne has been 
remarkably good this year. 
One dis- 
ease seems to thrive in this climate, how- 
ever, and that is consumption. 
It leads 
all other ailments in the service of the 
grim reaper. 


Secretary Metcalfe, who keeps the 
records, figures the deaths so far this 
year at 550, while the births reach 620, 
leaving the balance on the side of the 
living. 


During the year past 616 marriage 
licenses have lieen issued, so it will be 
seen that the figures of the three de- 
partments keep pretty close together. 


It may be an item of interest to know 
that in the past twenty-two years 11,- 
432 mamage licenses have been i.ssued. 


Tlie Police and Tbeir Work. 


The police force of Port Wayne, as at 
¡n-esent constituted, consists of the chief 
and twenty six men, counting drivers, 
clerks and officers and it requires about 
$18,000 a year to maintain the depart- 
ment. 
The men have a vast ten-itory to 
patrol, too much for public safety, and 
also too often are men selected for i)o- 
lice duty who know nothing of its im- 
portance and never learn. 
The electric 
c,all system, however, has been a great 
boon to the cops and the "Lillie" has 
got to be a teiTor to evil doera. 
The 
peace of the city has been well pre- 
served this year and if all of the laws 
were enforced as they should, how one 
could wish the much abused peelers a 
"hai>py New Year." 


They did fairly well, however, in re- 
cording 615 arrests and but a few of 
them, happily, were for henious crimes. 


Helping- the IVeedy. 


There is one feature of our govern- 
ment that all i)ride themselves on and 
that is the township i)oor depai-tment— 
that part of th(^ machinery especially set 
apart for the relief of the distress, want 
and misery which, alas, is so prevalent. 
It comes in all forms and without 
ceas- 
ing, the drunken husband and the hus- 
band Avho has "skipped"—left his wife 
and family to the tender mercies of the 
community—being tht> most 
t;omnion 
causes of application for relief. 
Then 
comes the 2)oor of foreign 
persuasion, 
the emigi-ant Avoman whose husband is 
sick, who has five little children ami 
can't speak English; then the man who 
has been badly crijipled by some acci- 
dent and must face a long winter, the 
Lord only knows how; pi>ople who want 
a railroad i)ass to get to their friends, 
and some who want to "sponge" 
tlieir 
living, or at least get help gratis. 
To 
the credit of human nature, be it said, 
most of the cases an' genuine, and few- 
realize the vast amount of good that is 
done by the city in this resi)ect. 


Township Trustei' Bra(;keiiridge as- 
sists with cash coiitribntioiis on an aver- 
age of •27i> ])ers()us (>very nionth the 3'ear 
urouiid, so that one can form an esti- 
mate of the blessings of the ]>oordei)a'. t- 
nient; besides thesi> he issues onlers for 
groceries to a number and many otlx-rs 
lie sjieeds on to friends. 
Our hospitals, 
too, are silent havens of comfoi t for the 
ufHicted, and to tliest*, during the yeiir 
1888, he has paid some .$8,000 for the 
care of sick and injured humanity. The 
cost for the year of assisting the needy 
in other directions amounts to alumt 
$13,000 while $800 was »«xpended for 
railway transportati<m in assisting jiau- 
pers to their distant homes. 


It would not be proper to close this 
feature without reference to the St, Vin- 
cent orphanage. 
Here the homeless 
waifs are received and »'ared for by the 
kind sisti'i's and hpaifd from certain 
death. 
Hc-w nian.v li\( sare sa\»'<l with- 
in its sacred walls eai-Ii year (rod alone 
knows. 
It is doing a grand work, 
t'liiirclifM a n d School!«. 


Fort Wa^ne ran boast of as hand- 
some and costly churches as any <rity in 
the country. 
Take, foi- instance, the 
First Pres})yterian church, tlie Roman 
CatluHlral, the St, Mary's 
Catholic 
church, the St. Paul's Lutheran church, 
the St. Paid's Catholic church, an<i you 
will rarely find an edifice to surpa.ss 
them, save a few notable instances in 
the great cities. While the exceptions 
here are magnificent churches, the rule 
is cosy, comfortable, home-like edifices 
distributed over the city doing endless 
good in their several ways. 
Thriving 
little mission churches are gi'owing in 
the suburbs of the city, and all of them, 
like the great churches, 
are self-sus- 
tiiining. 
The pastors are more than 
zealous in their labors and the work of 
spreading tins gospel of truth goes on 
with the greati'st vigor. 


The Y, M, C, A., that gieatest of all 
missionary institntion.s, ha.s liere also, 
one of the finest edifices in the -west, and 
with it flourishes a railroad department, 
reaching, between them, into all classes 
of society aiming alone to Christianize, 
educate and elevate mankind. 


The colleges and sch(X)ls of the city 
go hand in hand Avith the churches. 
The great Concordia college, the M. E. 
college, the Medical college, Westmin- 
ster seminaiy, St. Augustine's academy, 
the Conservatory of Music, and the Bus- 
iness college pffer educational adnm- 
tages as extensive and varied aa any 
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a ^ l a o M M t o f 
hsv«iBad0 iQMnyM bond 
promptly and cheetfoUy BMI wMhmtm 
aehool hoiuM and d^g^tawli. Tbo 
beat of teadms ore employed, tiia build- 
ings are midntainedaadeqaippad in th* 
finest order on the beat of propctty and 
still the board has to ita credit a snrphu 
of over $100,000, 


The parochial schools, likewise, are 
most efficient and exceedingly utrrmg, 
mingling with their studien a whole- 
some religions training. 


Every branch of study, from th*« 
lowest to the highest, is taught in Fort 
Wayne, and few thing» arp bettor tr?*!« 
of the real metal and makeup of n city 
than its churches, <;ollegefl and school«. 


One thing, however, is most nee<led 
to complete our desires, and that is • 
free public libraiy, and this will be » 
subject for future consideration. 


Tlie Plrc Dcpartneai. 


A singular feature of the Fort Wtiyne 
Fire department is that it is no larger 
to-day than it was in 187'». and «-nstn 
httle more, for it is maintnine«! for 
$14,000 a year. 
The electric alarm, it 
is true, is a great hel]), but in i»ther re 
si^ects tlie gallaut force has had to make 
their energies keep up with the growth 
of the city and its increa-seil 
tlangers 
and 
demands. 
Chief 
Hilbrecht has 
two a.ssistants, nine full jmid men and 
twenty-three minute men. 
During the 
year past the city has not adiled a singl«- 
feature or appliance to (his im|w>rtant 
department, and yet they have handled 
their hazardous task with 
n-markabl»- 
success.
